R ef e re nce A was read with interest here at Headquarters, particularly 
your comments on techniques of approach to Soviets by emigres, on the one 
hand, and PBFRIHgRs on the other .{M* should Imagine that Soviet attitudes 
toward third n ation als of western or Central Rurepe would closely approximate 
those shown to FHHRBSSRs.) It Is sgreed that the "fronts, attack* tech n i que 
most often used by the emigres alerts the Soviet security chaperons and 
perhaps embarrasses the target* Baigres might well reconsider their 
techniques of approach with a view to achieving greater subtlety, particularly 
those emigre agents over whom KUBARK control is smarted* At the sane time, 
however, the difficulties of meeting Soviets privately at ell la the limited 
time available axe formidable* At least to some extent then, we are saddled 
with this frontal type of approach with all its frustrations and weaknesses* 

It can at least he hoped that some of the uncontrolled emigre activity 
serves as a screen for more sophisticated operations on the part of both 
c ontr olled emigre assets and KlffMflWK* It can also be argued, purely from 

a KTCAfiS point of view, that exposing Soviets to exchanges of opinion and 

passing them literature are worthwhile ends in themselves* It can only 

he add ed that we need not be satisfied with this type of approach 

and Should strive to use less direct vmestm of access vtea opportunities I 

allow, especially as ear contact personnel, particularly emigre, bec ome 

more familiar to the Soviets. . , „ _ ^
